Captain Gardner of tho Jupun said 
fire took place un board my vessél about 
dans on the 24th iust, At that lime I 
noticed smoke coming from a ventilater on 
the poop I culled out the officora and got 
the Thatehes taken off and gave an alarm of 
fira. Tho chiof officer tried io go dowa 
into the ‘tween ‘decks, but was at first 
driven back by the smoky, On making 
another attempt he gol down. Ha said he 
saw flimes coming through the scams of 
the deck, Water was poured down and 
tho fire partially put out. -That-took ua to 
about -half-past five. ‘The 169 balls of 
opium in Qourt correspond in number and 
kind with sume which formed part of my 
cargo and which, wore missed after the fire. 
Thave examined. the four bags in Court 
and recognise them as being: identical with 
bags containing betelnut | which formed 
partof wy, cargo. I found the contents 
of four bags of betel-nuts ‘emptied out in 
the hold after the fre.

The betel-nut bags on ‘board my. ship bear 
the same marks, After the fire’ we found 
that the port leading to the ’tween decks had 
been opened during: ‘tho night, It was 
fastened with one bar and screwed up ou 
the previous night: In the © murning 
we found ‘that’ the bar had been taken 
away and was Lying on’ the deok.. I reeeg- 
nies the second defundant as a maw who 
was on board the ship on thé -pravioug 
day, in what capacity I am unable to say.
